HENDERSON, N C . (A P ) — A 
sudden, mighty cheer rose lrom 
scores of throats. Bitter tensions 
evaporated in a giddy whirl of 
joy. H enderson’s violence-wracked 
five-month textile mill strike was 
ended.

“ Everybody is not going to work 
Monday m orning.” 
What it did m ean, according to 
P ayto n's rem ark s, is that strikers 
will m ake up the second and third 
shifts that President John D. Coop 
e r Jr. of the com pany plans soon 
to resum e. About 400 nonstrikers, 
who faced verbal abuse and occa­ 
sional barrag es of pop bottles and 
rocks from the picket lines, will 
keep their jobs on the first shift, 
which has been operating since 
F eb 16. 
W ages were not an issue. Coop­ 
e r ’s objection to renewing the con­ 
tract that expired last y ear was a 
clause that all work disputes had 
to be decided by a third party. 
After the two mills reopened on a 
limited basis, the rights of non­ 
strikers and the union dues check­ 
off also b ecam e issues. Under the 
agreem ent, the arbitration Issue 
w as compromised. 
Cooper, who said he would have 
liquidated the business “ before I 
gave in to th e m ,” declined com ­ 
ment on the agreem ent. It must be 
ratified at a union meeting Sunday 
but the m em bership had given its 
negotiating com m ittee full powers 
to act.

One of the most 
outspoken critics of India s policy toward 
Tibet is one N a ra y a n . a form er leader of 
the socialist party and before his 
retire­ 
m ent two y e a rs ago considered the fore­ 
most c a n d id a te to succeed N e h r u. His 
w ords so eloquently express the senti­ 
m en ts of any free observer that they are 
worth repeating. 
“ We a r e not serving the c a u s e of peace 


by slurring over acts of aggression. 
We 


cannot physically 
prevent the 
Chinese 
from annexing Tibet, but we can at least 


put on record our clear verdict th a t a g ­ 


gression has been committed and th at the 
freedom of a w eak nation h a s been snuffed 
out by a powerful neighbor, 
“ Tibet has never been a part of China 
except by conquest. The Tibetans are not 
Chinese and there is no evidence in 
his­ 
tory that they ever wanted to be a part of 
China." The time has come, he said, “ to 
call a spade a spade.” 
How much longer Nehru

One is shooting the little rascals; 
another is trapping them. Neither
